The riffht of the 
legislature 
to 


amend, alter or repeal any or all 
rights and privileges granted to all 
corporations was firmly established 
by a decision of the Wisconsin su- 
preme court on. Tuesday in the case 
of the Superior water case. The de- 
cision is written by Justice W. C. 
•Owen and will have- a far reaching 
effect on corporations, and is said 
to be one of 
the most 
important 


handed down in 50 years. 


In the case of Superior 
Water, 


Light & Power Co. vs. city of Su- 
perior, it appeared that in 1.887 the 
village of Superior prrantod to the 
water company a franchise to lay 
its mains. The term of this fran- 
chise was 30 years, and it expired 
about Nov. 1st, 1917. It contained 
a provision that if the -village (now 
city) did not "renew the. franchise 
for another period of 30 years tho 
.city would buy flic property, plant 
and equipment of the water com- 
pany and pay therefor a sum of 
which its net earnings for the pre- 
ceding year should amount to 5 per 
cent. 


In 1918, about a year after the ex- 


piration of the original franchise, 
the city of Superior took proceed, 
ings to acquire the property under 
the provisions of the public utility 
act. 
The water company took the 


position that the city was obliged 
to make compensation for the prop- 
erty in the manner 
prescribed in 


the original ordinance rather than 
the reasonable 
value 
thereof as 


should be determined in the manner 
provided in the public utility act, 
and brought the action to restrain 
the city from proceeding further, un- 
der the public utility law. 


The water company claimed that 


that provision in the original fran- 
chise constituted a contract between 
the city. and the water 
company 


which could not be impaired by sub- 
sequent legislation. • The city con- 
tended that the legislature had sub- 
stituted the provisions of the public 
utility law for the 
original fran- 


chise, and that as the public utility 
law provided a method by-which the 
city may acquire the plant, prop- 
erty and equipment of the water 
company, and provided the manner 
in which the value thereof should 
be determined, such law superseded 
the provisions in the original fran- 
chise. 


The question was whether 
the 


state had the power to substitute 
the provisions of the public utility 
law for the original franchise. 
It 


appears that the supreme court of 
the United States at an early day 
decided in the Dartmouth college 
case that a franchise granted by the 
state to a corporation constituted a 
contract which could not be impair- 
ed by subsequent legislation. 
It 


was claimed on the part of the city 
in this case, however, that the pow-

To the Editor of The Capital Times: 


As Wisconsin has been my home 


for the last'60 or 70 years and be- 
ing quite a sport myself would like 
to ask Mr. Batfber, our conservation 
commissioner, through your paper, 
"Why is it they protect the otter 
in Northern Wisconsin for they live 
exclusively on fish?" One pair of 
otters will' clear 10 miles of creek 
or small streams'of every fish of 
game size. Each year onr state is 
paying out about $50,000 to build 
hatcheries and raise fish to replen- 
ish the streams. What for? To feed 
a few otters I.think. Our legisla- 
ture would do a wise act .to pass a 
bill allowing them to be trapped 
and eyen- pay a bounty . on ihem 
which would eventually be a saving 
of $10,000 a year to .the state* 
Times are hard. 
I think it high 


time to conserve by ridding, onr 
streams of the pests that take more 
fish from the*stream» than the pop- 
ulace do by hook,,and line.

Financial problems loom as the 


largest question before tihe legisla- 
ture. In order to provide funds to 
meet the increased expenses of gov- 
ernment, it will be necessary to find 
new.so.urces of taxation. Uuta the 
taxation problem is settled and it is 
definitely known exactly wibat the 
funds of the state will be it. will be 
almost impossible to work oat the 
remainder of the legislative pro- 
gram. 


Gov. Blame will present his mes- 


sage to the legislature on Thurs- 
day. In his campaign speeches he 
advocated an increase in the income 
box rate which have remained sta- 
tionary since the law was enacted 
in 1911. 
It is believed that Ite will 


also recommend the repeal/of the 
personal property offset. In asking 
for the repeal of the persona], prop- 
erty offset to ti>e income tax Gov. 
Elaine will have the support of tie 
state tax commission. 
Under the 


present,, law if a person has been 
assessed against his personal prop- 
erty and also on his income the 
amount of taxes assessed against 
his personal property may be nsed 
as an offset against his income tax. 
This provision has nullified in part 
the proration of the income tax law. 
The tax commissio*»rsays that since 
the enactment of the income tax 
only 57 per cent of the taxes levied 
have Seen collected in cash; 43 per 
cent of such tax has been offset by 
the personal property 
tax. 
The 


amount total of the tax levied from 
1913 to 1920 inclusive was $53,142,- 
235.14. Of this amount $29,697,- 
259.16 was collected in cash. 
In 


view of the present demand for rev- 
ertue to meet public 
expenditures 


this seems to be an opportune time 
to repeaJ the offset provision. 
In 


1920 
the offset amounted to $5,571,- 


606.41 with the repeal of the offset 
provision this amount would have 
been added to the revenue of the 
state. 


The income tax is langely an ur- 


ban tax. The total offset in 1920 
was $5,571,606.41. Of this amount 
$4,666,777.79 was used in cities and 
only $904,834.62 in' towns and vil- 
lages. 


The commiigeion recommends that 


the family exemptin of residents 
be extended to non-vrsuients of the 
state comply witli the U. S. Supreme 
Court decision rendered on the same 
feature in the income tax law of 
New York. The 
Commission, re- 


frains from recommending any in- 
crease in the exemptions now pro- 
vided. 


At present dividends from banks 


are not subject to the income tax in 
the hands of the stockholder but the 
commission recommends that in the 
event that the personal property 
offset provision be abolished 
that 


such dividends be taxed. 


The commission also favors 
a 


more liberal treatment of tho se- 
crecy provision in regard to income 
tax returns, 
/

and that he did not know whether 
or not the safety contrivance on his 
Colt, automatic .32 was on or not, 
were among the chief pleas given 
by the patrolman yesterday after- 
noon, when he .was placed on the 
witness stand in his own defense, in 
circuit court here. 


Mr. Baker cross-exam in irtg: 
Q. "You didn't lock to see wheth- 


er the safety device was on or not?" 
A."No, sir." 


Q. "So you were going around 


pointing the pun at those boys not 
knowing whether the safety device 
was on or not?" A. "Yes, sir," 


Q. "What were the boys doing?" 


A. "They 
were 
hollering-, 
'Take 


Lunney away, and 'Get the cop.'" 


Questioned by Mr. .Baker as to 


whether he had . made any arrests 
previous to this time in the urriver- 
sity section, Lynaugh replied that 
he had, 'but that there was always 
trouble in making arrests among 
the university students. 


"And 
you were 
pretty bitter 


against the students?" inquired Mr. 
Baker. 
Lynaugh denied this 
and 


declared that he knew from the're- 
marks that they were making 'that 
the boys intended to hurt him in 
some way. 


"Did 
-the boys -have any weap- 


ons?" Mr. Baker questioned. • 


"I don't think1* so," replied Ly- 


naugh. 


"Did 
they have any sticks 
or 


stones?." again asked Mr. Baker. 


"No, sir."

"An-d you knew. »!1 the-time you 


were, pointing your gun at the stu- 
dents that the gun had a cartridge 
in it?" 


"Yes, sir." 
"Nobody but Jandorf touched you 


at the place of the shooting?"

"Lynaugh told Mr. Baker that he 


put the safety device on immedi- 
ately after he had shot Jandorf. He 
declared that the gun would 
not 


have gone, off if Jandorf had not 
struck him over the. eye, causing 
him to start back and his muscles 
to tighten over the trigger, which 
went off as soon as 
his 
thumb 


twitched. 


Lynaugh testified that the 
gun 


had "gone off on" him once before, 
and • when questioned by Mr. Baker 
as to why he had continued to tfse.it 
when he knew it was not safe, he 
said that he did not think h« could 
afford to throw it away. 


"Did 
yon .know any safer gun?" 


asked Mr. Baknr. 
• 
• . 


"Yes. sir," replied the patrolman. 
Questioned as to whether he .was 


angry during the affair, 
Lynaugh 


said that he first became angry in 
front -of the Phi Delta Theta house, 
when Jandorf accosted him, and ad- 
mitted that he grew angrier when 
Jandorf tried to trip him up. He 
tripped him up four times, accord- 
ing to the officers' testimony. 


Describing the moments just be- 


fore the shooting,. Lynaugh 
said 


that when he. was in front of the 
Grady house on Langdon st., and 
at that time there were about 50 
to 75 students . following him and 
pressing in upon him, -Jandorf, who 
had been close to him all the time, 
stepped up to him and seized hit 
shoulder. 

"I pushed him back," said the of- 
ficer, "and threw the,hand in which 
[ held the revolver, above my head. 
Then Jandorf struck me and my 
arm came down .and the revolver 
went off the same instant."

"I op- 
posed the United States Steel cor- 
poration. I never expected to leave 
the district aJive, but they derided 
to assassinate' my 
usefulness 
to 


labor through their wonderful prop- 
aganda system. 


"£ut the worker has lost faith in 


the' newspapers, knowing that they 
poneral print-'only propaganda for 
the interests. - When they sec the 
papers attack one of their loaders, 
labor now believes he must be all 
•riffht. 


"The Interchurch World Move- 


ment made an honest r«port. Mr. 
Gary moved heaven and earth to 
suppress their report 
When he 


couldn't suppress the report, tine In- 
terchurch World 
Movement 
was 


killed—By Mr. Gary and his asso- 
ciates. They served notice on or- 
ganized reiitrion that 
ftey must 


obey the financial powers. 


"I believe the churches will rise 


to the occasion." 


"The steel group sent out propa- 


j pranda to show that the investiga- 


j tors were a bunch of soft headed 


I fools.

Questions Are Answered 


"What do you mean by force?" 


y>". Z. Foster was asked last night 
at the close of his lecture. 


"I don't want to get thirty years 


in a federal prison," said. Mr. Fos- 
ter, "I use the word force in an eco- 
nomic sense, and synonomous with 
the word power." 
Mr. Foster had 


said in his -lecture that the workings 
must not expect 
to get anything 


more, than they could take by force. 
''By force" he continued, "I mean 
the power of concerted action. The 
worker must show his 
employer 


that he has the power to keep him 
from operating his industry." 


John- Weller Long 
asked, "You 


have said that you do not,blame the 
employing class for what they are 
doing. 
Dcn't you appreciate that 


they are not conducting their busi- 
ness in accordance with the doc- 
trines of Jesus, and the principles 
of rsligion which we profess?" 


"I mean," said Mr. Foster, "that 


human nature is so constituted that 
in the realm of industry if you put 
before the employer his moral duty 
on your side, and his materialism 
on the other that nearly every time 
he will take the money and let the' 
duty go." 


"The attitude of the unions toward 


profit sharing 'is the same as their 
attitude toward all other fakes. It 
is regarded as an excuse to fool the 
workers and prevent organization." 


"What about the .anti-strike pro- 


vision of the Esch-Cummins law?" 


"The workers are, of course, op- 


posed to the Esch-Cuimnins law in 
all. its features, but the Poindexte« 
anti-strike.law is even, worse than 
the Esch-Cummins provision. Capi- 
tal is growing so extreme in. its an- 
ti-laboV legislation that it is now, 
playing into the hands of the most 
radical labor leaders." 


A priest in the audience asked 


questions calculated to 'bring out the 
idea that the force of public opinion 
could be .used to secure a larger 
measure of justice for workers. 


"The trouble is," said Mr. Foster, 


"that all the organs of public opin- 
ion .are poisoned by capital. 
The 


newspapers print only one side. But 
wherever union labor is the strong- 
est their public opinion is the best. 
The churches- in Pitts-burg were 
nearly all against us," and then Mr. 
Foster told of the compulsion, and 
persecution of Catholic priests -and 
protestant ministers in the steel re- 
gions who had had the courage to 
side with the workers.

The foreclo- 


sure of a mortgage was threatened, 
arid ministers, compelled to leave 
their churches.

ation, to the end that recipients of 
corporate grants, which may seem 
wise today and prove improvident 
tomorrow, should not be permitted 
to convert th-e bounty of the state;, 
into an instrument for the oppress 
sion of its people. This resnl-t could 
not be accomplished by a reserva- 
tion of power merely to 
alter or 


amend the primary franchises of the 
corporation. It is the use made of 
the secondary franchise, grants in 
the nature of property, which may 
be turned to the public detriment, 
which must be kept undur the con- 
trol and regulation of the state, if 
the generosity of the state is not 
to be turned to the exploitation of 
its people. We regard this power 
as one of great 
Kjgmfkanee 
and 


gravity. We be...^e that when it 
was included in the constitution it 
was placed there for the purpose 
of reserving to the people^ of. this 
state full power and control over 
corporations of its 
creation; that 


the purpose to , lie accomplished 
thereby wa>to reserve to the states 
those sovereign rights of •which the 
states "had been shorn by the deci- 
sion in the Dartmouth college case, 
and that any construction which lim- 
its the scope to a narrower 'field 
amounts to a judicial deprivation of

"Preachers of Discontent" 
'Upper Dogs" Dislike to See Anyone Taking Part of the 


"Under Dogs." 


I 


T IS popular today to inveigh against "the preachers of dis- 


content" and the "agitators." They are represented as en- 


emies of the people and dangerous to the republic. But are 
they? 


This depends npon what the preachers of discontent wish 


to make people discontented with; and what the agitators are 
advocating. The upper dogs don't like to see anybody taking 
the part of the under dogs. The people who own THE THINGS, 
are in favor of leaving things about as they are. 


William Lloyd Garrison was perhaps the greatest agitator 


this country has ever seen. And although he was a pacifist his 
agitation, together with that of Harriet Beecher Stowe did more 
than anything else to bring about war. 


When they accused Garrison of stirring up rebellion and of 


being unpatriotic he said: "The measure of my love of my coun- 
try is the measure of my desire to reform her institutions." 


Discontent has rightly been called the mother of progress, 


and the men who seek to throw the light of publicity on public 
evils and abuses are those who are taking the first step toward 
CURING the diseases of the body politic. 


Progressives surveying the country as a whole, and looking 


at the history of the past year and particularly at the election 
of Harding cannot but feel that they have seen many dishearten- 
ing REVERSES to their cause, while at the same time they won 
a most, pronounced victory in Wisconsin. 


The waters of a stream may temporarily flow upwards, but 


these are side eddies. The cause of human progress may for a 
time be interrupted, but the general course is always onward. 
Progress is rarely constant. 
It is always meeting obstacles 


which impede it, and it must go around, or over, or through 
them. 


And we must remember if present day evils and abuses 


seem more glaring than in the past, it is probably not due to a 
lessening of human rights but to our higher standards and our 
keener sense of justice. 


Special privilege and immunities are not increasing. They 


are only more apparent because of a more enlightened public 
opinion. Our ideals are advancing in many directions faster 
than we can follow them. This is not a symptom of decay, nor 
a cause for alarm, it only indicates growth. 


So as preachers of a righteous discontent we are optimists, 


and believe that America stands higher politically and morally 
than ever before. 


So let us have patience although wages are going down and 


farmers' produce is selling for less than it,costs. Have patience, 
put your shoulders to the wheel, and push the car of progress. 
Although sidetracked occassionally, on the whole it is moving 
forward and we will get there yet.

ENATOR CARTER GLASS, former secretary of the treasury 
says in regard to the bill reviving the war finance corpor- 


ation: 


"The whole thing is the most miserable imposture ever 


practiced on the American public by politicians. Where is the 
money coming from? 
There is not a cent in the treasury. The 


only way to get money is for the treasury to borrow it." 


The war finance committee consists of Secretary Houston, 


his assistant Geo. R. Cooksey, and Angus McLean, assistant 
secretary of (he treasurer. 
There are two vancancies on the 


board, but the law provides that three members constitute a 
quorum for the transaction of business. 


We mistrust if it were big financiers instead of small fann- 


ers who were calling upon congress to save them from financial 
ruin that Mr. Glass would be singing a different song. 


Senator Glass may be right but England has continued her 


war finance corporation, and as we have a glut of farm produce 
at low prices, and as millions are starving on the other side of 
the globe, special legislation to promote the export of agricul- 
tural products is imperatively demanded. 


Com worth 51.90 last June is now selling from 30 to 60 


cents, according to its location. Hogs worth $17 in Chicago last 
September are now selling at $9, partly fattened on corn worth 
from SI to $1.75. 
Cotton which last summer was selling for 


over 40 cents is now worth 15 cents. 


One reason why farmers are suffering from such low prices 


is that they have generally been obliged to throw their products 
on the market for want of credit to hold them. The receipts at 
the Chicago stockyards are breaking all former records. 


The Federal Reserve Board for two years has been extend- 


ing extravagant credits to manufacturers, but this fall when 
farmers needed credit the most it was ruthlessly carrying out a 
policy of extensive deflation. 


The farm crisis has been of use in showing farmers that
